Some Statistics About 


Working of Post 


Elsewhere. 


Speaking of a parcels post, find 


looking forward to the flght expected 
on this subject in the next Congress*, 
yon will bo interested to know more 
about the parcels post systems of 
other countries, says the Los An- 
geles Record. 


Tho parcels post system of Ger- 


many leads the world. 
It carries 


packages weighing as much as 110 
pounds. 
People send* chickens by 


mail, or eggs, or wine, 
or 
fish. 


Sometimes 
schoolboys 
even 
mail 


their linen home to be washed and 
returned. 


Germany has had some kind of a 


parcels post ever since the days of 
Maximilian I. 
It is perhaps natural 


that she should therefore have forged 
ahead of the rest of the world in the 
development of this vast public ser 
vice. 


The 
German postofllces use the 


zone system. 
Around each distri- 


buting center are imaginary circles, 
at 10 miles, 20 miles, 50, 100 and 
150. 
An 11-pound package will 


bo carried anywhere in the first /one 
/or 6 cents, arid anywhere through 
the whole empire for 12 cents. 


Parcels weighing as much as 11 


pounds, when mailed within a city, 
are delivered anywhere in that city 
for 2>z centH, though a rural delivery 
may cost as much w 5 cents. 
/ 


Postal parcels may be mailed just 


as our ordinary letters are mailed, 
or they may be registered, or sent 
special delivery, or C. O. D. 
In the 


last case the government collects the 
money, charges a small fee aud re- 
turns the collection to the original 
sender. 
A small extra payment in- 


sures that the parcel will be sent by 
a fast limited train and delivered 
by a special messenger, 


Germany's business men consider 


tbe system indispensable. 
They say 


they could not get along without it.

6,894,890,000

In Englnrjd, where the parcels post 


in not nearly HO thoroughly Develop- 
ed, the railroada take 55 per cent of 
the p«rcfils posf. charges. 
But even 


England has far outatripperl Amer- 
ica, for she carries one pound for Q 
cento, two pounds for £ cents and 
11 pounds for '24 centH, though she'; 
limits 
her 
postal 
parcels 
to 11 


ponwin. 
In 1885 she began extend- 


ing the parcels post system to her 
colonies. 


Even little Japan has a parcels 


post, with a maximum of about 12 
pounds, carrying 1 % pounds for 5 
cents and the maximum for 25 cents. 


And what have we? 
A postal service which carries our 


merchandise, provided it does not 
weigh more than 4 pounds, for 1 
cent per ounce, and some half dozen 
express companies who have practi- 
cally the same rate, and who admit 
nnblushingiy that the only reason 
they made it was to compete with 
the government. 


When the fight comes in Congress, 


remember that there are exactly as 
many arguments against an American 
parcels post as there are American 
express companies paying big divi- 
dends.

Few iccMcnt* are more terrifying to 


ib« ittflfcfw (ban to be bitten by a dog 
Supposed to be mad, and there are few 
ttmdltions In which prompt and tntellt- 
f*nt action vn tbe part of the bystand- 
«ri to more desirable. 


Although nearly all warm blooded 


fnitnaia aw susceptible to fables, It la 
inoat commonly seen in dogs. -There 
•Are two Jtorrns— tbe "furious" and the 
"dttt&b." In the furious type after a 
period of melancholy or depression the 
unimal becomes restless and Irritable, 
with a tendency to run away and snap 
at everything in sight, finally becoming 
subdued and 
sullen and dying of 


paralysis and exhaustion. 
In dumb 


rabies the stage of irritability Is ab- 
sent. The dog prowls about In a list- 
less way, with his head down and lower 
•Jaw dropped. At the same time there 
Is difficulty in swallowing. 


It Is often impossible to tell from a 


dog's actions whether it is rabid or not. 
But If Instead of killing the animal as 
quickly as possible, as is often unwise- 
ly done, tbe owner captures It and 
keep* it for a few days under lock and 
key the question answers Itself. 
A 


rabid dog always dies In from four to 
eight days, so that if the animal re- 
covers the bitten persons may be sure 
that they are not going to develop hy- 
drophobia. 


In any suspicious case the wound 


should immediately be squeezed under 
liot water and if deep be incised freely, 
«o that cauterization with either a hot 
Iron or with strong nitric acid (not with 
lunar caustic) may be thoroughly done. 
At the same time the dog should be 
kept under observation, or if already 
killed tbe head and neck should be 
packed in ice and preserved for med- 
ical examination; 


Even if It seems certain that the ani- 


mal ;was rabid the patient should not 
despair, for It Is estimated .that only 15 
per cent tff those bitten by rabid ani- 
mals actually develop the disease, and 
If the Pasteur preventive inoculations 
arc promptly begun recovery is almost 
certain. 


The popular dread of rabies is out of 


all proportion to the relative frequency 
of the disease, and the length to which 
It may go is shown by the instances in 
•which people have developed and even 
died of false hydrophobia, a nervous 
condition due to fright and simulating 
to some extent the real malady. — 
Youth's Companion.

..Is laid asftie for the" purpose of light- 
ing the next'year's log and of guarding 
ithe household from harm. 
Pieces of 


flr wood charred but not quite burned 
out in the Christmas fire are also 
placed under the family bed in some 
German Tillages to avert the dreaded 
lightning stroke, which appears in thla 
relation to be the type of fire In its 
.«vll aspect, in contradistinction from 
jthe solar orb, the representative of 
'beneficent light and warmth. The cus- 
tom of burning a Yule log for three 
days and nights in each homestead is 
almost certainly a survival from the 
adoration once offered to the sun at 
the winter solstice.

the ideas to which they owed their 
origin and development, instead of per- 
ishing, continued to exist more or less 
perfectly by attaching themselves to 
usages and ceremonies having no di- 
rect association with them.

ftelery crop will be undoubtedly the 
largest ever harvesed in 
Southern 


California and will mature fully a 
month earlier than in previous years. 


The announcement of the agree- 


ment among the railroads to increase 
the freight rates $20 a car on vege- 
tables shipped from Southern Cali- 
fornia points to Eastern markets after 
dot. 1 is rousing many protests from 
Growers and shippers. 
The grape 


harvest is on in earnest, the drying 
tray* filling rapidly, and by last of 
month the wineries will be crushing 
at fall capacity.
